DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: "a sealing 
step including sealing the electronic functional elements with a sealing resin member 
formed from the resin film by causing the resin film to infiltrate between the electronic 
functional elements mounted on the collective mounting substrate with no reducing 
pressure being applied in the bag after hermetically sealing the contents inside the bag" 
as specifically recited in the claim language.
